| City to Enjoy Commercial,
' yvIndustrial Growth in '58

The complexion of Torrance
should he considerably altered
by Jan, 1, 19569,

Although there are many
big plans for building in the
city for the next year, it will
be a different kind of con-
struction than that which has
been going on in Torrance for
the past 10 years,

The 1958 building probably
will be primarily commercial
and industrial — alding resi-
dents of the city and helping
to fill the city's coffers, Dur-
ing the past 10 years, with the
city’s population growing from
12,000 to 98,000, Torrance has
been more or less a bedroom
community, A majority of its
citizens have worked and
played elsewhere and appar-
ently shopped in other towns.

Construction in prospect dur-
ing the coming year showed
